The Sun Reigns the firſt hour after the Sun- riſo on 
Sunday. 

The Moon reigns the firſt Hour after Sun riſe on 
Munday, Mars on Tueſday, Mercury on Wedneſday; 
Jupiter on Thurſday, Venus on Friday, and Saturn 
on Saturday ; that is, Saturn reigns the firſt hour af-

— Y an Eclipſe in General is underſtood a defeQ of 
3 B Light happening in ſome of the Celeſtial Bo- 
dies, and is cauſed by the Inter poſitions of an O- 
___ paque Body and our Sight; now the Opinion of 
Aſtronomers are, that all the Planets of themſelves 
are dark Bodies, having no Light but what they re- 
ceive from the Sun; but the Sun and fixt Stars are 
naturally Luminous; whence twill follow, that an 
Planet interpoſing bet wixt the Sun and our ſight, fo 
alſo our Primary Planet coming betwixt the Sun 
and its Secondary, deprives that Secondary Planet 
of. its Light, and conſequently renders ſuch Secon- 
dary Planet unilluminated to its Primary. 


Of Eclipſes of the Sun. 


N Eclipſe of the Sun is cauſed by the Diametri- 
= cal-Interpofition of the Moon betwixt the Sun 
and the Earth, which commonly happens at the New 
Moon, or when ſhe is in Conjunction with the Sun, 
je, | but every New Moon doth not cauſe an Eclipſe 
becauſe of her Latitude; yet the Sun ſeldom eſca 
eth a Year together without appearing Eclipſed in 
ſome part of the Earth or other ; becauſe twice each 
Year the Sun and one Node meet: Alſo if the Con- 
junction or New Moon doth not happen juſt at the

of the Square equal was 19 Inches -- which is ve 
near the + of 70 that being but 20. 


Thirdly, For tapering Timber, whether it be ſquaÞ®! 
or round, inſtead of taking its Dimenſions in t 
middle, I Meaſure or Girt it at about 5 of its leng 
from the greater end; for when the Diameter or fi 
of the Square is taken in the middle, the great ef 
over ballances the little, and gives the Content 
the peice leſs than in truth it is. Theſe ways thouy 
not exactly true, ur will in great meaſure corre 
the former, and ſerve very well for ordinary by 


neſs, or where great exactnaſs is not required.
